Since the allies’ drive last April 
the maximum of the German concen- 
tration on the western front consisted 
of only 155 divisions, until the Rus- 
sian armistice permitted the increase 
to the present strength. 

One hundred and fifteen divisions 
already are on the lines, while the 
remaining 65 to 75 are held in re- 
serve, presumably for the purpose of 
rushing into @ surprise offensive or 
checking the allies should the Ger- 
mans leave to them the initaitive of 
the spring offensive.

No Thought of Early Peace 
Will be Allowed to Interfere 
With Preparations 


Washington, Feb. 4—Congress will 


be asked to turn a deaf ear to en- 


couraging reports of strikes and riots ; 


in Germany when war appropriation 
bills come up soon. | 

The measures that will provide the 
vast amount of money needed for 
America's war work during the next 
fiscal year are being framed on the 
basis of the war lasting six years, 
Chairman Dent and ranking republi- 
can member Kahn of the House Mil- 
itary Affairs committee, say. 

“No thought of an early peace can 
be allowed to cut down America's war 
preparations," said Kahn today. 
“They must be on an immense scale. 
This war is as much a war of morale 


as of men, and the critical year of the : 


war is at hand.” 

“We must show Germany that: we 
are coming 100,000,000 strong with 
emphasis on the strong and this 
should have the psychological effect 
of bringing the German leaders to 
terms, but if it fails, ve will be much 
better prepared« to fight to the end. 

"But a slackening up in the war 
work, so easy to come from the re- 
ports of German revolts, or:in any 

way cutting down the war program 
would be a most fatal mistake at this 
time. It Can mean nothing but 
lengthening the war." 

To help drive home to Germany the 
realization that. the United States is 
throwing all its. resources into the 
fight and will fight to the end, Kahu 


not only favors registering for the 
draft all who have become 21 since 


the date of the first registration, but 
also training the. young men from 18 
to 21 so that they will be able to take 
their places in’ the army when they 
become of age. Likewise, he-favors 
listing the men above the draft age 
up to 45 to be used in industrial work 
so that the government by an order 
can effectually speed up any branch 
of the war work. 

Kahn is not dissatisfied with the 
record of the war department and he . 
believes the war machine is rapidly 
developing speech and much greater 
efficiency. But he is particularly an- 
xious that. the whole program be 
gradually increased, and that peace 
rumors shall not act as à brake on 
the work. yt. 

The military. appropriations bill, 
which will carry more for any div- 
ision of the government than any bil 
ever carried, is fast being completed.
